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President Roosev elt lias decided to 
begin a series of prosecu tions against 
the Standard Oil company and some 
of its su bsidary corporations. There 
will be criminal proceedings in a 
nu mber of different ju dicial districts. 
While the attorney 
general 
is 
gu arded in a pu blic statem ent, 
he 
made y esterday , the fact stands ou t 
that not only will the Standard Oil 
as a corporation be m ade defendant 
bu t it is believ ed that John D. Rock­ 
efeller, H enry H. Rogers and other 
j activ e ex ecu tiv es of the giant corpo- 
I ration will find themselv es defend­ 
ants in criminal su its. 
This prosecu tion promises 
to be 
the most v igorou s, the 
most far- 
reaching and sensational of all the 
anti-tru st proceedings tha t the gov ­ 
ernm ent has y et u ndertaken. 
Dix on Man to Prosecu te. 
The attorney general has issu ed 
orders to the different district a t­ 
torney s, and already has appointed 
special cou nsel for the gov ernment 
to continu e the inv estigation, one of 
"horn is District Attorney Morrison 
of Dix on, who will resign his present 
position at once to take u p the wider 
field of labor. 
The Standard Oil company will be 
prosecu ted as a corporation for v io­ 
lation of the Elkins law forbidding 
rebates, or the giv ing or receiv ing of 
discriminating rates. The method of 
prosecu tion su ccessfu lly adopted at 
Kansas City before Ju dge Smith Mc­ 
Pherson, which resu lted in the con­ 
v iction of the packing hou ses, is to 
be followed to a certain ex tent in the 
fight against the Standard Oil. 
Garfield Report the Basts. 
The inv estigations made by Com­ 
missioner Garfield hav e been taken 
as a basis for the ju dicial inqu iry set 
on foot by Attorney General Moody 
today , bu t the most im portant ev i­ 
dence now in possession of the gov ­ 
ernment is that which dev eloped op­ 
enly and abov eboard, and 
withou t 
any promise of immu nity , throu gh 
the hearings before the 
interstate 
commerce commission, where the fact 
of giv ing and receiv ing of rebates was 
clearly established. 
The new law modify ing the old 
statu te on the su bject of immu nity 
has been passed by congress and now 
goes into effect, so the Standard Oil 
company will not be able to wash it­ 
self in the im mu nity bai« , 
which 
prov ed so efficaciou s in the case of 
the Chicago packers. 
Moody ’s Declaration of W ar. 
Attorney General Moody y esterday 
afternoon gav e 
ou t the 
following 
statem ent of the situ ation regajding 
the proposed prosecu tion of the Stan­ 
dard Oil company . 
‘ After fu ll consideration of all the 
information now av ailable, inclu ding 
the report of the commissioner of cor­ 
porations and the ev idence taken by 
the interstate commerce commission, 
I hav e reached the conclu sion that 
criminal 
proceedings 
against 
the 
Standard Oil company shou ld be be­ 
gu n in certain cases where there ap­ 
pears to hav e been a v iolation of the 
laws regu lating interstate commerce 
and prohibiting rebates and other u n­ 
lawfu l discriminations. 
Acordingly 
su ch proceedings will be begu n at 
once in the appropriate ju dicial dis­ 
tricts. 
These cases are regarded and will 
be treated as of im portance, as It 
seems clear that, in so far as the 
Standard Oil company has obtained 
monopolistic control 
of 
interstate 
trade, that control has been in large 
degree made possible by discrimina- ; 
tions in transportation rates or fa-, 
cilities, the discrimination being in 
some cases in v iolation of law and 
in otner cases thou gh Inju riou s 
to 
the pu blic welfare, not in v iolation ¡ 
of law, and therefore su bject only to j 
su ch correction as may be, afforded ; 
by the railway rate legislation now j 
pending in congress. 
Will Continu e Inv estigation.

APPOINTMENT DID NOT 
SURPRISE MR. MORRISON 


Has Known F or Some Time That a 
Promotion Was In Store 
For Him. 


Charles B. Morrison was not su r­ 
prised last night when informed that 
A ttorney General Moody had decided 
to appoint him as special cou nsel for 
the gov ernment in the Standard Oil 
prosecu tions. 
“ I hav e known for a 
month that the attorney general was 
contem plating doing ju st what he did 
do. 
I was called to 
W ashington 
some time ago for the pu rpose of 
talking the m atter ov er with Mr. 
Moody . 
The attorney general 
saw 
the president and told him what he 
intended doing and the 
president 
readily gav e his consent,” said Mr. 
Morrison this morning. 
Mr. M orrison’s great ability as a 
lawy er was recognhed when he was 
try ing 
the 
im m u nity 
cases 
last 
spring and at that tim e Mr. Moody ! 
made u p his mind to giv e Mr. Morri- i 
son a promotion as soon as the op­ 
portu nity presented itself. 
The prosecu tion of the Standard 
Oil company will be condu cted in Chi­ 
cago and Mr. Morrison will continu e 
to hav e his office in that city , m ak­ 
ing his headqu arters there. Mr. Mor­ 
rison has not been officially notified 
of his special appointment, bu t he ex ­ 
pects to hear from Mr. Moody soon. 
W hen he receiv es the official notifi­ 
cation of his appointment Mr. Morri­ 
son will tender his resignation as 
United States District 
Attorney to 
the attorney general. 
In speaking of his su ccessor Mr. 
Morrison stated that if Edwin W. 
Sims, who is attorney general for 
the departm ent of commerce and la­ 
bor, wants the position it will qu ite 
likely be giv en to him. Simsds a Chi­ 
cago man and has the repu tation of 
being a great lawy er. 
Mr. Morrison say s 
politics 
had 
nothing to do with the change in the 
district attorney ’s office for he has 
been repeatedly informed 
by Mr. 
Moody tha t he (Morrison) wou ld be 
retained as district attorney u ntil 
the ex piration of the fou r y ears. 
Sev eral im portant positions hav e 
been offered to Mr. Morrison by par­ 
ties ou tside of the gov ernment since 
the im m u nity cases hav e been tried, 
hu t Mr. Morrison tu rned a deaf ear 
say ing tha t it was his du ty to stand 
by the gov ernment u ntil all im port­ 
ant litigation which had been started 
was settled and entirely ou t of the 
cou rts of the United States. 
These facts were known by the a t­ 
torney general and at tha t tim e Mr. 
Moody resolv ed that to show his ap­ 
preciation of Mr. Morrison’s work 
he 
wou ld m ake him special cou nsel for 
im portant litigation.
